at Shanghai met on July ? and officially 
announced that the legations at Pekin 
were safe on July 4. The foregoing 
statement, read with Consul Warren’s 
dispatch to the foreign office on Satur­ 
day, makes it possible to believe that 
the legations will hold out for a number 
of days yet. Having fought to a stand- 
still the first outbursts of fanatical fury, 
it is lielieved something may intervene 
to save them. 
Tho Shanghai correspondent of the 
Express, telegraphing yesterday, how­ 
ever, throws doubt upon Consul War­ 
ren’s information. Ho says: 
*'Toa Toi Sheag now admits that there 
was an error in his communication to 
General Warren. 
The date of the cour­ 
ier s arrival at Chinan Fu was July 8, 
which does not apply to his dcjuirture 
from Pekin. The journey from Pekin 
to Chinan En occupies five days. The 
courier, therefore, could not have left 
Pekin later than June 28. The date of 
the massacre there, as given by the Chi­ 
nese reports, was June 80 or July I.” 
Tien Tsin is still laird pressed. A Chi­ 
nese force, numbering from 80,000 
I OO, 0(X) men, as estimated by inconclu­ 
sive reconnoissance, floods the country 
around Tien Tsin, communication be­ 
tween which place and Taku is appar­ 
ently possible by river only. 
A Che Foe dispatch to the Express 
says the Russians have landed 8000 men 
at I aku and that tho Japanese have dis­ 
charged several transports. 
The Jap­ 
anese rushes ou to Tien Tsin Tsin, lead­ 
ing in the assault upon the native city, 
in which their commander was killed. 
Ten more transports are engaged at Jap­ 
anese ports. 
With the 10,000 British 
India troops afloat, and frosh Japanese 
| contingents it Is quite probable that the 
allies will have 50,000 men ashore. 
The disorders iu the proviuces appear 
to be increasing in violence. A Chinese 
army is within forty miles of New 
Chang and tile foreigners are preparing 
to abandon their homes. The southern 
part of the province is swept by raiders, 
who are destroying all works of the 
white men, except in spots garrisoned 
by Russians. 
Proclamations have been posted in 
all villages near Che Foo calling upon 
the loyal Chinese to rise and expel the 
foreigners for introducing among the 
pious Chinese an immoral 
religion. 
Every Buddhist fig expected to kneel 
three hours daily, knock his head upon 
the ground thrice, aud pray eanestly 
that sudden, cruel death may overcome 
all aliens. 
The foreign settlement at Che Foo is 
at the mercy of two Chinese forts 
equipped with Krttpp guns which com­ 
mand two sides of the city. Six war­ 
ships, including tho United States gun­ 
boat Nashville, are constantly clea.ed 
for action.

Twin W ith T w e lv e (luna. 
Lindon, July 9. -Tho latest news 
from Tien Tsin is contained in a News 
Agency message, dated July (», reporting 
to a renewed Chinese attack that morning 
with 12 guns. 
The allied forces replied 
with guns landed from the British first 
class ci u sor Terrible, and a mixed force 
of 1000 men made a sortie under tho 
comr of the fire of the naval brigade 
and attacked tho Chinese who retired 
after seven hours’ fighting. 
Earlier dispatches rtoeivert show fight­ 
i n g otably on July 2 and 8, when the 
Chinese developed unexpected strength 
aud did considerable damage with artil­ 
lery. At the bridge near the French 
settlement there was hard fighting at

Washington, July 9.—The last China 
mail to reach the state department 
brought the report of Minister Conger, 
perhaps the last that will come to haud. 
This bears the date of Pekin, May 21. 
It is of the utmost importance,disclosing 
as it does, a full comprehension on the 
part of the foreign ministers in Pekin of 
the character and extent of the boxer 
uprising, even though Mr. Conger him­ 
self, by disposition optimistic found 
some reason to hope that the worst was 
over at that date. 
What Mr. Conger has to say as to the 
attitude of tho Chinese government to­ 
ward the boxer movement as revealed 
in the formal interchange that took 
place between himself and the tsung Ii 
yamen is not only of peculiar interest, 
but will have a strong bearing on final 
reckoning that must be had between the 
civilized nations and the Chine % . 
Mr.Conger makes it very clear through 
the publication of French priest’s let­ 
ter that at least one aud probably all of 
the Eurojieau nations having an interest 
in or near China were acquainted with 
the dangers of the situation at least two 
or three weeks before the actual out­ 
break in Pekin.

Washington, July 9. — An allied force 
of nearly 100,000 men will tie in Chiua 
within a few weeks. 
These figures are larger than those 
given heretofore, but arc based on better 
information which has just reached here. 
The allies at Taku and Tieu Tsin now 
number about 18,000 men. 
The rein­ 
forcements under orders consist of It,* 
OOO Japanese, 15,000 Germans. 13,000 
Russians, 11,000 Americans, 10,000 Brit­ 
ish, 8000 French aud 3000 Italians. 
It is learned that the several govern­ 
ments desiring an expression of opinion 
as to the number of men required to es­ 
tablish order in China recently asked 
the admirals at Taku to make an esti­ 
mate. The admirals consulted together 
aud the highest estimate seems to have 
been made by the Japanese officer, who 
placed the number between 70,000 aud 
100,000. The estimates of the British, 
Russian and German officers were small­ 
er. As to 
Admiral Ketnpff’s, these 
authorities decline to speak, but there is 
reason to believe that it was slightly less 
than the lowest figure of the Japanese 
commander. It may be that it is Admir­ 
al KempiT’s statement that lias caused 
the officials to hesitate to urge the dis­ 
patch, of troops at. ff’aku until the arriv­ 
al of the United States infantry, which 
will bring the fighting strength of the 
allies to 45,000 men. 
Upon the arrival of the Japanese di­ 
vision at Taku the question of the offi­ 
cer who will be placed in supreme com­ 
manded by a lieutenant general aud so 
far as known here he will be the rank­ 
ing officer. 
Russia may not wish to 
permit Japan to have the preponderat­ 
ing forces, 
lie will of course rank the 
Japanese officer. So far as this govern­ 
ment is concerned it is willing to have 
any efficient officer in command, be he 
Russian or Japanese, provided the start 
of the expedition to relieve Pekin is 
prompt.
